BRIEF  NOTES.— “In  the  be¬ 
ginning” — we  don’t  knowhow 
long  ago  that  was.  “God ’’was, 
however,  before  that  time.  God 
is  a  spirit,  and  the  Great  First 
Cause,  himself  uncaused.  This 
is  more  than  we  can  understand  ; 
but  there  are  very  many  very 
common  things  we  know  and 
act  upon,  which  we  cannot  un¬ 
derstand  or  explain.  “Without 
form  and  void” — in  a  state  of 
chaos,  or  confusion.  It  is  called 
also  “  the  deep,”  and  was  involved  in  darkness.  “Moved” — brooded.  “God  said ’’—that  is,  God 
xuilled  that  such  a  result  should  be,  and  it  forthwith  took  place.  “  Generations  ” — an  account  of  the 
production.  “  In  the  day  ” — general  statement,  like  at  the  time.  Verse  5  shows  that  there  had  been 
no  cultivation  of  the  earth,  or  cause  of  that  kind  for  its  products  :  God  was  the  first  cause  of  all 
plants  and  herbs,  yea,  of  all  life  and  being.  Verse  6  shows  the  beginning  of  the  system  of  watering 
the  ground  by  rains  Verse  7  shows  the  twofold  nature  of  man,  body  and  spirit,  and  their  origin.

BRIEF  NOTES.  —  Satan 
used  “the  serpent.”  “Sub¬ 
tile” —  cunning.  “Yea,  bath 
God  said,”  etc.,  implies  that 
such  a  prohibition  was  unrea¬ 
sonable.  The  woman’s  reply 
shows  that  she  understood  the 
absoluteness  of  the  prohibition. 
The  test,  observe,  was  one  of 
obedience.  Sin  is  disobedience, 
transgression.  Verse  5  repre¬ 
sents  God  as  jealous  of  his  pre¬ 
rogatives.  The  first  effect  of 


their  sin  was  shame ,  the  second,  fear;  and  these  were  the  beginning  and  foretaste  of  the  threatened 
“death.”  God  did  not  call  to  the  man  for  information ,  but  to  bring  the  man  to  express  himself.

The  last  part  of  verse  7  seems  to  refer  to  sin,  and  to 
mean  that  sin  was  trying  to  master  Cain,  but  he  should  master  it.  God  encourages  him  to  resist  it. 
God’s  dialogue  with  Cain  was  for  the  latter’s  instruction,  not  for  God’s  information.  Verses  11  and 
12  indicate  that,  through  Cain's  restlessness  from  an  evil  conscience,  he  would  not  get  even  the 
ordinary  good  from  earth’s  cultivation.

BRIEF  NOTES.  —  A  “cove¬ 
nant”  is  an  agreement ;  to  which, 
properly,  there  are  two  parties, 
each  making  some  engagement. 
God  stoops  to  our  low  estate, 
humbling  himself  to  engage  thus 
with  man  :  and  here  the  covenant 
seems  more  of  a  promise  than  any¬ 
thing  else,  there  being,  appar¬ 
ently,  an  engagement  only  on 
God’s  part.  The  covenant  with 
Noah  may  be  called  the  'world 
covenant  in  distinction  from  the 


church  covenant,  sealed  with  the  Redeemer’s  blood.  The  rainbow  is  a  phenomenon  of  God’s  natural 
law,  which,  we  suppose,  existed  before  the  flood,  but  was  now  constituted  a  “token,”  new  and 
special  significance  being  given  to  what  before  was  only  an  object  of  beauty.  The  language  of  this 
chapter  is  entirely  consistent  with  this  view.  It  is  interesting  to  think  that,  when  we  look  at  the 
bow  in  the  cloud,  God  is  looking  at  it  too,  as  significant  of  his  patient  love  and  faithfulness  toward  the 
world.  B.  C.,  2348  is  the  estimated  time  of  the  flood  ;  and  this  covenant  was  made  the  year  afterwards.

BRIEF  NOTES.— Terah  was 
an  idolater  in  his  own  land  : 
his  dying  before  reaching  Ca¬ 
naan  removed  what  might  have 
been  strong  idolatrous  influ¬ 
ence  from  Abram.  The  latter, 
so  far  as  we  can  learn,  was  a 
faithful  believer  in  and  servant 
of  the  one  only  living  and  true 
God,  and  God’s  purpose  in  call¬ 
ing  him,  as  afterwards  de¬ 
veloped,  was  to  preserve  the 
idea  and  worship  of  the  one 
The  positiveness  of  God’s  call 
(  verse  1)  was  as  great  as  the  indefiiniteness  of  its  terms  :  this  was  a  test  of  faith,  and  Abram,  by 
grace,  was  equal  to  it.  So  should  we  be  always  ready  to  obey  God’s  call,  even  when  we  cannot  see 
to  the  end  or  purpose  of  it.  Abram  lived  a  hundred  years  after  his  leaving  Haran  for  Canaan. 
“  The  souls  that  they  had  gotten,  in  Haran  ” — the  patriarchal  system  was  a  kind  of  primitive 
government,  embracing  servants  and  attendants,  who,  with  their  families,  were  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  patriarch,  or  father  of  the  whole  extended  household.  “  The  Lord  appeared  unto 
Abram  ” — how,  we  are  not  told  :  there  have  been  various  ways  of  the  divine  manifestation.  Verses 
7  and  8  show  Abram’s  piety,  and  perhaps,  also,  a  sort  of  religious  taking  possession  of  the  land. 
Verse  10  gives  the  first  account  we  have  of  a  “  famine.”

bowels  shall  be  thine  heir.

15.  And  when  the  morning  arose,  then  the 
angels  hastened  Lot,  saying,  Arise,  take  thy  wife, 
and  thy  two  daughters,  which  are  here  ;  lest 
thou  be  consumed  in  the  iniquity  of  the  city. 

16.  And  while  he  lingered,  the  men  laid  hold 
upon  his  hand,  and  upon  the  hand  of  his  wife, 
and  upon  the  hand  of  his  two  daughters  ;  the 
Lord  being  merciful  unto  him  :  and  they 
brought  him  forth,  and  set  him  without  the  city.

(is  it  not  a  little  one?)  and  my  soul  shall  live. 

21.  And  he  said  unto  him,  See,  I  have  ac¬ 
cepted  thee  concerning  this  thing  also,  that  I 
will  not  overthrow  this  city,  for  the  which  thou 
hast  spoken. 

22.  Haste  thee,  escape  thither;  for  I  cannot 
do  any  thing  till  thou  be  come  thither.  There¬ 
fore  the  name  of  the  city  was  called  Zoar.

— “Themen” 
were  the  angels  before  referred 
to.

That  whole  region  is  volcanic, 
and  is  saturated  with  bitumen,  an  inflammable  substance  ;  and  the  Arabs  get  brimstone  enough 
there  to  make  their  supply  of  gunpowder.  “  A  pillar  of  salt  ’’—her  body  was  encrusted  with  salt.

BRIEF  NOTES.— “  God  of  my 
father” — Jacob  owns  him  the 
father  of  history  and  of  the  cov¬ 
enant.  “  Which  saidst” — he  re¬ 
calls  and  pleads  His  promises. 
“  I  am  not  worthy” — he  is  hum¬ 
ble  and  penitent,  confessing  his 
sins.  “With  my  staff” — poor; 
“two  bands”  —  indicating  in¬ 
crease  and  wealth  ;  v/hich 
change  in  his  condition  he  ac¬ 
knowledges  to  have  been  from 
God’s  favor.  He  is  thankful. 
“I  pray  thee” — he  still  further 

makes  supplication.  “  Thou  saidst” — he  urges  again  the  unfailing  word  of  God.  “Wrestled” — yet 
what  is  recorded  in  verse  25  shows  that  Jacob’s  prevalence  was  not  the  result  of  physical  power;  for 
the  “man,”  who  was  clearly  a  manifestation  of  God,  could  have  withered  his  whole  person  as  easily 
as  one  part.  When  we  prevail  with  God  it  is  by  gracious  sufferance  on  His  part.  “  Is-ra-el”  means 

.A  prince  of  God;  and  “  Pe-ni'-el,”  the  face  of  God.

BRIEF  NOTES.— “The  Lord 
was  with  Joseph  ”  in  prison. 
Nothing  can  separate  God  from 
his  people  (Rom.  viii.  38,  39). 
God’s  hand  is  in  all  the  course 
of  our  life.  “Fie  was  the  doer 
of  it  ” — he  was  over  everything 
there,  just  as  he  had  previously 
been  in  Potiphar’s  house.  Jo¬ 
seph  was  a  man  worthy  of  con¬ 
fidence  ;  and  everywhere,  in  pal¬ 
ace  or  in  prison,  he  won  it, 
though  subject  to  false  charges 
was  the  cup-bearer,  and  was  often  an  officer 


of  the  wicked  and  to  unjust  judgments.  “The  butler 
of  great  influence  and  intimacy  with  the  king.  The  Egyptian  government  was  an  a  strong  mon 
archy.  The  chief  “baker”  was  his  steward,  also  an  intimate  counselor  often.  “In  ward”  in 
prison.  The  prison  seems  to  have  been  a  part  of  “the  house  of  the  captain  of  the  guard.”  “A 
season  ”  is  thought  by  some  to  mean  a  year  here  ;  but  it  is  indefinite.  Joseph’s  conversation  with 
these  prisoners  indicates  his  kindly,  cheerful  disposition,  and  implies  his  acquaintance  with  the 
true  God,  and  his  enjoyment  of  the  divine  favor.

BRIEF  NOTES.— Judah  is 
the  speaker  at  the  opening  of 
the  lesson.  He  appears  to  have 
been  more  affectionate  and  con¬ 
siderate  than  the  most  of  his 
brothers.  “The  lad” — Benja¬ 
min,  the  youngest  brother,  son 
of  Rachel,  only  full  brother  of 
Joseph.  Verse  33  shows  a  self- 
sacrificing  spirit,  indicative  of 
strong  character.  “  Could  not 
refrain  himself”  —  his  tender 
feelings  overcame  him.  “Every 
want  strange  eyes  to  gaze  upon 
God’s  provi- 


man  ”  but  his  brothers:  scenes  of  tender  family  affection  do  not  _ 

them.  “  Troubled  ” — terrified  by  a  consciousness  of  guilt,  and  fear  of  recompense, 
dence  is  over  all  his  works  ;  and  he  uses  even  sinful  and  sinning  men,  while,  at  the  same  time, 
leaving  them  free  to  act  as  they  will.  (Compare  Acts  ii.  23,  iii.  17,  18.)  Joseph  recognizes  God’s 
hand,  and  seems  to  have  been  thoroughly  impressed  with  his  divine  commission

BRIEF  NOTES.— Shepherds 
were  regarded  by  the  Egyp¬ 
tians  as  of  a  lower  caste  than 
they,  and  unfit  for  association 
with  them.  This  caste  feeling 
aided  the  keeping  of  the  Isra¬ 
elites  distinct  from  the  Egyp¬ 
tians.  This,  too,  seems  to  have 
been  Joseph’s  foreseeing  pol¬ 
icy,  dictated  by  his  faith.  Com¬ 
pare  Gen.  1.  24,  25.)  “  Also  our 
fathers  ’’ — a  hereditary  occu¬ 
pation,  to  which  they  were 


wedded.  Verses  5  and  6  show  the  king’s  readiness  to  do  anything  for  the  kindred  of  one  in  whom 
he  had  so  much  confidence  as  in  Joseph.  “  Men  of  activity  ’’ — smart,  capable  men.  Pharaoh  seems 
to  have  been  struck  with  Jacob’s  venerable  appearance  ;  whilst  the  patriarch,  on  his  part,  seems  to 
have  felt  that  his  relation  to  God  Almighty  made  him  even  superior  to  the  king  of  .Egypt.  Jacob 
is  thoroughly  respectful,  but  in  no  way  fawning.

BRIEF  NOTES.  — “  Who  are 
these?” — Jacob  had  not  before 
noticed  that  any  persons  but 
Joseph  were  present.  See  verse 
10.  If  this  sickness  was  Jacob’s 
last,  Joseph’s  boys  must  have 
been  20  years  old  and  upwards: 
but  the  marks  of  time  here  are 
general  and  indefinite,  and  the 
boys  may  have  been  (and,  likely, 
were)  much  younger.  Verses  12 
and  13  indicate  a  formal  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  blessing  ;  hitherto 
Jacob  had  drawn  the  boys  to  him  and  embraced  them  affectionately.  “Wittingly” — knowingly,  in¬ 
tentionally.  “  The  Angel  ” — thought  to  mean  God ,  as  previously  manifested  to  Jacob.  “One  por¬ 
tion  above  thy  brethren  ” — Joseph  was  represented  by  two  sons,  each  with  a  portion.  Jacob  speaks 
as  a  prophet,  imbued  with  the  Spirit  of  God  ;  and  is  full  of  faith  and  hope.

BRIEF  NOTES.— “Peradven¬ 
ture’’ — perhaps.  The  evil  con¬ 
science  makes  itself  felt  long 
after  the  evil  deed.  The  brothers 
do  not  excuse  themselves,  but 
put  reverence  for  Joseph’s  father 
and  for  God  as  a  shield  between 
them  and  their  wronged  bro¬ 
ther.  Moreover,  Joseph  does 
not  excuse  their  deed,  but  mag¬ 
nifies  God’s  overruling  provi¬ 
dence:  he,  indeed,  forgives 
them.  “Am  I  in  the  place  of 


God?" — to  take  vengeance.  He  returned  good  for  evil.  “Embalmed" — a  process,  still  in  use,  by 
which  a  body  is  preserved  from  putrefaction  ;  it  was  carried  to  great  perfection  in  Egypt.  “  A 
coffin" — either  of  wood  or  stone,  in  view  of  the  purpose  to  carry  it  to  Canaan  some  day.  Joseph  was 
too  much  identified  with  the  Egyptians  to  make  it  prudent  to  carry  him  away  at  once.

BRIEF  NOTES.  — “In  the 
same  country” — Judea,  near 
Bethlehem.  “By  night” — this 
was  quite  customary.  At  such 
time  the  “glory”  would  make 
the  deeper  impression.  How 
significant  that  the  angel’s  first 
word  is  “Fear  not  1”  In  vari¬ 
ous  languages  we  have  a  word, 
from  which  our  evangel  comes, 
signifying  “good  tidings.” 
Hence  the  terms  Evangelists 
and  Evangelical,  the  latter  ad¬ 
jective  being  the  original  desig¬ 


nation  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  the  first-born  Church  of  the  Reformation  which  restored  the  gospel 
to  mankind.  “Swaddling  clothes” — baby  wraps.  “Manger” — trough  for  feeding  cattle.  Verse  14 
is  the  basis  of  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis ,  sung  ig  the  Church  since  the  second  or  third  century.  Simplicity 
of  faith,  producing  obedience,  characterized  these  humble  shepherds.  Notice  that,  tnough  angels 
be  the  messengers,  the  message  of  Jesus’  birth  is  first  announced  to  the  lowly.  “  Pondered” — con¬ 
sidered,  thought  over,  compared.

DICTIONARY  OF  PERSONS  AND  PLACES. 


A'bram  means  high  father.  He  was  de¬ 
scended,  through  Heber,  from  Shem,  son  of 
Noah.  His  father  was  Terah,  and  his 
brothers  were  Nahor  and  Haran.  He  was 
born  in  Ur  of  the  Chaldees  B.  C.  2164. 

A'BRA-HAM  means  father  of  a  multitude.  This 
name  was  divinely  given  to  Abram  after  God 
made  his  covenant  with  him.  Gen  xvii.  1-5. 
See  Rom.  iv.  16;  Gal.  iii.  7. 

A'bel  means  breath  or  vanity.  Name  of  a 
younger  son  of  Adam  and  Eve.  He  became 
the  first  martyr,  at  the  hands  of  his  brother 
Cain. 

A-BIm'-e-lech  means  father  of  the  king,  or 
royal  father.  A  general  title  of  the  Philis¬ 
tine  kings,  as  Pharaoh  was  of  the  Egyptian. 
The  one  spoken  of  in  Isaac’s  history  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  been  the  son  of  the  one  in 
Abraham’s  time. 

Ad'-am  means  red.  Name  of  the  first  man, 
who  was  not  born,  but  made  out  of  the  dust 
of  the  ground,  which  was  called  adatnah. 

Am'-O-rite  means  mountaineer.  Designation 
of  the  descendants  of  one  of  the  sons  of 
Canaan.  They  dwelt  in  the  south  of  Pales¬ 
tine,  and  east  of  the  Dead  Sea  as  high  up  as 
the  river  Jabbok. 

A/-ner. — Name  of  a  Canaanitish  chief  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Hebron. 

As/-E-NATH.  —  Daughter  of  Potipherah,  an 
Egyptian  priest,  belonging  to  the  highest 
rank.  Her  name  is  thought  to  have  incor¬ 
porated  in  it  that  of  the  god  Neith. 

Be-er'-she-BA  means  the  well  of  the  oath, 
commemorating  Abraham’s  covenant  with 
Abimelech.  A  place  in  the  extreme  south 
of  Palestine,  now  in  ruins,  but  still  marked  by 
seven  wells. 

Beth'-EL  means  house  of  God.  Name  of  a 
place  twelve  miles  north  of  Jerusalem.  See 
Gen.  xxviii.  10-22. 

B11/-HAH. — Rachel’s  handmaid,  given  by  her 
to  Jacob  as  a  concubine,  seeing  she  herself 
was  childless.  She  became  the  mother  of 
Dan  and  Naphtali. 

Cain  means  gotten  or  possession.  Name  of  the 
oldest  son  of  Adam  and  Eve,  so  far  as  we 
have  any  account.  Became  the  first  murderer, 
and  is  the  first  on  record  as  having  built  a 
city. 

Ca/-naan  (means  humbled.').  Name  of  Ham’s 
fourth  son,  cursed  by  Noah.  He  had  11 
sons  and  numerous  posterity.  He  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  lived  and  died  in  Palestine, 
which  from  him  was  called  Canaan. 

Che-dor-la/-o-mer. — King  of  Elam,  in  lower 
Mesopotamia.  Thought  by  some  to  be  the 
same  with  a  king  whose  name  has  recently 
been  found  on  bricks  in  Chaldea  and  may  be 
translated  “  Ravager  of  the  West.” 

Da-mas/-cus. — One  of  the  oldest  cities  in  the 
world ;  capital  of  Syria,  and  situated  on  the 


caravan  routes  between  Western  Asia  and 
Egypt.  It  is  still  a  large  place. 

Dan  means  judge.  Name  of  one  of  Isaac’s 
sons,  and  of  one  of  the  twelve  tribes.  Given 
also  to  a  town  in  the  extreme  north  of  Pales¬ 
tine,  near  the  sources  of  the  Jordan,  previ¬ 
ously  called  Laish. 

E'-den  means  pleasantness.  It  was  probably  in 
Armenia,  near  the  sources  of  the  Euphrates, 
Tigris  and  other  rivers. 

Egypt. — A  great  country  in  the  northeast  of 
Africa.  Rich  in  soil,  in  arts  and  industries 
and  literature,  sometimes  called  the  cradle  of 
the  world’s  civilization.  Its  chief  river  was 
the  Nile,  rising  in  central  Africa,  and  annu¬ 
ally  overflowing,  thus  watering  the  land. 

El-i-e'-zer  means  God  is  my  help,  and  is  the 
same  as  the  Greek  Lazarus.  A  man  of  this 
name,  either  Abram’s  servant  or  a  relative  of 
his,  was  Abram’s  legal  heir,  so  long  as  he 
himself  was  childless. 

E'-phraim  means  double  fruitfulness,  and  was 
given  as  a  significant  name  to  Joseph’s  second 
son. 

Esh'-col  means  cluster,  and  was  the  name  of 
one  of  the  Amorite  chiefs  in  league  with 
Abraham.  Mamre  and  Aner  were  his 
brothers. 

E/SAU  means  hairy.  Name  of  elder  son  of 
Isaac  and  Rebekah,  the  progenitor  of  the 
Edomites. 

Eu-phra/-tes. — A  river  rising  in  Armenia, 
flowing  southeast  1780  miles,  joined  by  the 
Tigris,  and  emptying  into  the  Persian  Gulf. 

Eve  means  life  or  living.  Name  given  to  the 
first  woman,  as  the  “  mother  of  all  living.” 

Ge'-rar.  —  Name  of  Abraham’s  residence 
about  the  time  of  Isaac’s  birth ;  this  name 
was  given  also  to  an  extended  valley  in  that 
neighborhood,  in  the  southern  part  of  Pales¬ 
tine. 

Go'shen. — Frontier  province  of  Egypt,  toward 
the  northeast,  nearest  to  Canaan,  and  not  far 
from  Memphis,  the  capital.  An  extremely 
fertile  district.  Called  “  the  field  of  Zoan  ” 
in  Ps.  lxxviii.  12,  43,  and  “  the  land  of  Rain¬ 
eses”  in  Gen.  xlvii.  11,  a  name  derived 
probably  from  Ra,  the  sun-god. 

Go-MOR/-rah. — One  of  the  cities  of  the  plain, 
where  now  the  Dead  Sea  is,  or  near  its 
southern  border,  destroyed  by  fire  from 
heaven  on  account  of  its  wickedness. 

Ha/-i  (spelled  also  Ai).  A  site  somewhere  to 
the  east  of  Bethel,  not  now  discernible. 
Place  near  which  Abram  pitched  his  tent, 
location  afterwards  of  a  city  captured  and 
destroyed  by  Joshua,  and  afterwards  again 
rebuilt. 

Ham. — Noah’s  youngest  son  of  whom  we  have 
mention.  Father  of  Canaan.  His  posterity 
settled  in  Africa  and  also  in  portions  of 
western  Asia. 
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Ha/-RAN. — A  town  in  northwestern  Mesopo¬ 
tamia;  sometimes  spelt  Char  ran.  Name  also 
of  a  son  of  Terah,  Abram’s  brother. 

Hebrew. — This  proper  name  probably  means 
a  descendant  of  Eber  (Gen.  x.  21,  25;  xi. 
1 1-26),  applied  to  Abraham  and  his  descend¬ 
ants  as  a  race-name. 

He'-BRON. — A  town  eighteen  miles  south  of 
Jerusalem,  place  of  Sarah’s  death  and  burial, 
made  the  family  burying  place.  David’s 
capital  for  seven  and  a  half  years. 

Ho/-bah. — A  town  north  of  Damascus. 

Isaac  means  laughter.  The  promised  seed  of 
Abraham  and  Sarah,  and  a  type  of  Christ. 

Ish/-ma-el-ites.  Primarily  the  descendants 
of  Ishmael,  Isaac’s  half-brother,  living  east 
of  Palestine  :  apparently  used  also  as  a  gen¬ 
eral  name  for  caravan  traders.  In  Gen. 
xxvii.  the  term  is  used  convertibly  with 
Midianites,  also  descendants  of  Abraham. 

Jab/-boic. — A  stream  running  through  Gilead 
westward,  emptying  into  the  Jordan  midway 
between  the  Sea  of  Galilee  and  the  Dead 
Sea. 

JA/  -Cob  means  suppl-anter.  Younger  twin 
brother  of  Esau,  son  of  Isaac  and  Rebekah. 
Afterwards  named  Is-ra-el. 

Ja/-pheth. — The  oldest  of  Noah’  sons.  His 
descendants  settled  Europe  and  the  isles  of 
the  sea. 

JokZ-dan. — Chief  river  of  Palestine;  rising  in 
the  south  of  the  Lebanon  mountains,  and 
emptying  into  the  Dead  Sea.  In  the  sixty 
miles  between  its  source  and  mouth,  it 
traverses  at  least  two  hundred  miles,  so 
tortuous  is  its  course ;  and  throughout 
nearly  all  that  course  it  is  below  the  sea 
level,  its  lowest  point  being  1312  feet  below 
the  Mediterranean,  where  it  enters  the  Dead 
Sea.  From  the  Sea  of  Galilee  to  the  Dead 
Sea  is  called  the  Valley  of  the  Jordan. 

Jo'-seph. — Elder  son  of  Jacob  and  Rachel. 
The  lessons  give  his  history. 

Ju/-dah. — Fourth  son  of  Jacob  and  Leah. 
He  was  a  leader  among  his  brethren ;  and  so 
his  posterity. 

Lot. — Son  of  Ilaran,  Abraham’s  brother. 

Luz. — A  locality  or  town  near  Bethel. 

Mam'-RE. — A  grove  of  oaks,  near  Hebron, 
Abraham’s  residence  after  Lot’s  separation 
from  him. 

Ma-nas/-seh. — -  Eldest  son  of  Joseph  and 
Asenath.  His  descendants  formed  one  of 
the  chief  tribes  of  Israel. 

Ma/-chir. — Manasseh’s  oldest  son.  Plead  of 
a  family  of  warlike  renown. 

Mel-cpiF-ze-dek. — King  of  Salem,  priest  of 
the  Most  High  God,  and  type  of  Christ.  A 
mysterious  personage. 

MidM-AN-ites. — Descendants  of  Midian,  a 
son  of  Abraham  and  Keturah.  They  lived 
in  Arabia  and  eastward  of  Palestine,  and 
were  a  nomadic  people. 

McF-reh. — Name  of  an  oak,  which  served  as 
a  landmark  :  the  first  halting-place  of  Abram 
on  reaching  Canaan. 


Mo-rF-ah. — A  mountainous  region,  the  local¬ 
ity  of  which  is  disputed.  Tradition  makes 
the  mountain  of  Abraham’s  offering  of  Isaac 
the  same  as  that  on  which  the  temple  was 
afterwards  built. 

NcF-AH. — Son  of  Lamech,  grandson  of  Methu¬ 
selah,  and  tenth  in  descent  from  Adam. 
His  father  was  fifty-six  years  old  when 
Adam  died. 

On. — Another  name  for  Pleliopolis  on  the 
Nile,  where  the  sun  was  worshiped  by  the 
Egyptians. 

Per/-iz-zites. — A  tribe  of  uncertain  origin,  in 
the  high  places  of  Canaan. 

Pha'-RAOH  (pronounced  in  two  syllables,  the 
a  being  obscure). — General  name  of  the 
Egyptian  kings  down  to  Solomon’s  time. 
The  one  who  made  Joseph  ruler  has  not  yet 
been  clearly  identified. 

Phil-is/-TINES. — A  people  descended  from 
Ham,  living  in  southwestern  Canaan. 

Pot/-I-phar. — Probably  meaning  devoted  to 
Par  or  Phar,  the  royal  house  or  palace.  See 
Gen.  xxxvii.  36. 

Pot-I-phe'-rah  means  devoted  to  Ra,  the  sun 
god.  Name  given  to  the  priest  of  that  god 
at  On. 

Ra-ME'-SES.— Also  written  Ra-am-ses.  This 
name,  too,  involves  the  name  of  Ra.  Another 
name  for  the  district  Goshen,  belonging  also 
to  its  chief  city. 

Reu'-ben. — Son  of  Jacob  and  Leah.  Jacob’s 
first-born. 

Sa/-lem  means  peace.  Ancient  name  of  Jeru¬ 
salem  (Ps.  lxxvi.  2). 

Sa/RAI  means  contentious.  Name  of  Abram’s 
wife;  afterwards  changed  to  Sa-rah,  meaning 
princess.  Mother  of  Isaac. 

Sha'-veh  means  a  plain.  It  was  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  from  Jerusalem,  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  Kidron  Valley,  and  called  also  “  the 
King’s  dale.” 

Shem. — Advanced  to  the  first  position  among 
Noah’s  sons.  From  him  Messiah  was  to 
come.  His  descendants  settled  the  lands 
eastward  from  the  Mediterranean. 

SF-CHEM. — Same  as  Shechem;  between  mounts 
Ebal  and  Gerizim.  A  town  of  five  thousand 
inhabitants  now  exists  there,  called  Nabulus. 

Sod'-om. — Chief  of  the  cities  of  the  plain 
destroyed  by  fire  for  their  wickedness.  Site 
uncertain. 

Te'-RAH. — Father  of  Abram.  Died  in  Haran 
in  Mesopotamia. 

Ur. — A  town  on  or  near  the  Euphrates;  either 
the  modern  Urfa,  twenty-five  miles  north  of 
Haran,  or  Mugheir,  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Tigris  with  the  Euphrates. 

ZapiF-NATH-pa-A-Ne'-ah. — An  Egyptian  ex¬ 
pression  meaning  the  bread  of  life ;  beauti¬ 
fully  setting  forth  Joseph’s  saving  office. 

Zil/-pah. — Leah’s  hand-maid.  Mother  of 
Gad  and  Asher. 

Zo/-AR  means  little.  Name  given  to  one  of 
the  cities  of  the  plain,  spared  for  Lot’s 
sake. 
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
